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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 22, 37 and 54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claims 22, 37, "the sensor loop" lacks antecedent basis. 

As to claim 54, "the disposing of the electrodes and resistors" lacks antecedent 

basis. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Appel et al illustrate (Figure 1) resistors $l and electrodes 3a,3b; but do not 
suggest the claimed invention. 

Nazareth teaches use of resistors 32, 34 and electrodes 14, 16; but does not 
suggest the claimed invention. 

Ketelsen et al illustrate (Figures 6, 7) circular rings 10. 

As to claim 19, note was made of the combination of "a plurality of resistors 
disposed in a circular pattern" (italics added, line 2), "each electrode coupled between 
two adjacent resistors" (italics added, line 3) in combination with remaining claim 
limitations. As to claim 38, note was made of the "series-coupled plurality of alternating 
electrodes and resistor, wherein the electrodes are disposed along a curved loop" 
(italics added, lines 2-3) in combination with remaining claim limitations. As to claim 
48, note was made of the combination of "disposing a plurality of electrodes spaced 
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apart on a sensor loop; disposing a plurality of resistors on the sensor loop; electrically 
coupling the electrodes and resistors in alternating series"(italics added, lines 2-4) in 
combination with remaining claim limitations.
